And whereas all advertisements and notices, required by the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878, having been previously duly published, served, and given, 
the Local Government Board for Ireland have caused a local inquiry to be 
made as to the propriety of assenting to the prayer of the said Petition, and it 
appears to the said Board to he proper to assent thereto : 25
